This ideology is infiltrating into those countries which 
are not yet included in the Soviet system of alliances. The so- 
viet Union is not interested in any change of the status quo which 
is very advantageous to her and which becomes more and more stable. 
Only the "lest era Powers are interested in a war. The west, however, 
does not feel confidant cf its power, consequently it lacks the 
will for war, which may be hoped for by esany Hungarians . "Then ana- 
lyzing the present situation Hungary must become aware of the fact 
that there will be no war in the foreseeable future, that is, 
within decades. The- present Hungarian regime is thus able to con- 
solidate in peace the - .
